1 . This Office Action is in response to Remarks and Terminal Disclaimer received 
05/31/2007. Claims 1, 2, 4-7, 9-12, 14, and 15 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

2. In view of the amendment to claim 1 1 , the prior 35 U.S.C. 1 01 rejection of claims 1 1 , 
12, 14, and 15 is hereby withdrawn.

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 6, and 1 1, as Applicant has noted on page 1 1, 3 rd 
paragraph of Remarks received 02/01/2007, Charisius (2002/0078432A1) and other cited prior 
arts, taken alone or in combination, fail to teach: 

"an Interactive Agent that monitors the Meta-model for an occurrence of an event that 
comprises a possible non-optimization in a portion of the multi-tier business application based 
upon an heuristic analysis of information gathered by the Composer and stored within the Meta- 
model, and the knowledge base is structured in such a way that the occurrence of the event 
causes the Interactive Agent to access the knowledge base to identify context information 
comprising a list of suggested and recommended actions for the event, in order to trigger a 
display of a graphical element including the context information in the Composer to interact with 
the developer." 

Moreover, evidence for modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level in 
the art was not uncovered so as to result in the invention. 

Thus, all remaining dependent claims, claims 2, 4, 5, 7, 9, 10, 12, 14, and 15, are allowed.
